SOME FACTS ABOUT IT AND HOW TO PREVENT ITS SPR EAD . 
“SPA N ISH ” INFLUENZA is a serious m atter, and somethin#* of a 
m ystery. 
It probably originated in the ranks or the German arm y 
and in prison cam ps. 
It no doubt spread from there southw ard 
through Spain and northw ard into H olland, France, England and 
the Scandinavian countries. 
A m erica was free from it until Aug. 
12, when a N orweigan steam er arrived at an A tlantic port, having 
had over 200 cases oil th e voyage. 
W hether this m arks tile entry 
of the epidem ic or not, the fact rem ains that “Spanish” influenza 
is here and is a serious m enace, m uch like tin* fam iliar grip. 
The disease is not alarm ing in itself if proper precautions are tak­ 
en. 
Rut w ithout care, tile high fever arid the likelihood ot pneu­ 
m onia to follow m ake it extrem ely dangerous. 
The Surgeon G ener­ 
al of th e Army recently issued the follow ing 
rules by 
which Hie 
public may guard against th e spread of this subtle enem y: 
RULES TO AVOID RESPIRATORY DISEASES. 
(B y the Surgeon G eneral of U. S. Arm y) 
Avoid needless crow ding— influenza is a crowd disease. 
Sm other your cough and sneezes— others do not want the g e r m s 
which you would throw aw ay. 
Your nose, not your m outh, was m ade to breathe through— get 
the habit. 
Rem em ber the three ( 's— a clean m outh, clean skin and clean 
clothes. 
Try to keep cool w hen you walk and warm w hen you ride or 
sleep. 
ripen the w indow s— alw ays at hom e at nights; at the office 
w hen practicable. 
Food w ill win th e war lf you give it a chance— help by choosing 
and chew ing your food w ell. 
Your fate may be in your 
hands— wash 
your hands 
before 
eating. 
D on't let th e w aste products til' d igestion accurnulate— d rin k a 
glass or tw o of w ater on gettin g up.

D on’t use a napkin, tow el, spoon, fork, g lass or cup w hich has 
been used by another person and not w ashed.

Canners, of tomatoes, corn, 
peas, salmon, and string

have been notified by the U. S. 
Food Administration that the 
requirements of the U. S. army. 
navy and marine corps will take 
the following percentage of the 
1918 pack: 
Tomatoes: The navy and ma­ 
rine corps will take 33 I 3 per 
c ut of the packs of Delaware 
s A New Jersey, the army will 
take 33 1/3 per cent 
of 
the 
packs of all other States. 
Corn: The navy and marine 
corps will take 25 per cent of 
the canned corn packs of Mary­ 
land, Nebraska, and 
Pennsyl­ 
vania; the army will take 25 per 
cent of the packs of the other 
States. 
Peas: Allotments for 25 per 
cent of the total pack of 1918 
have been made. 
Salmon: The salmon canning 
industry has been instructed to 
reserve for the government Go 
per cent of their total packs of 
red, medium red and pink sal­ 
mon; 55 per cent ol the total 
pack of Chum salmon, .and 20 
per cent of the total pack of 
Stockeye salmon. 
Beans: The string bean pack­ 
ers have been instructed to re­ 
serve for the government 25 per 
cent of their total packs ol green 
and wax beans. 
It will be understood that such 
reservations are made from the 
stocks of commercial

ABOLISH TIN CONTAIN­ 
ERS FOR CHOCOLATE 
AND COCOA PACKS. 


Chocolate and cocoa manufac­ 
turers have signified to the Food 
Administration their willingness 
to effect substantial savings in 
tin and steel by packing their 
products in containers made of 
other material, as set forth in 
resolutions adopted on Septem­ 
ber 6, at a conference in Wash­ 
ington. 
Manufacturers will adopt new 
containers not made of tin or 
any other metal as soon as pres­ 
ent stocks are used up, which 
must not exceed a period of five 
months at most. These contain­ 
ers will be square or oblong in­ 
stead of round to save packing 
space. 
It was further recommended 
that cocoa and chocolate, iweet- 
ened or unsweetened, in powder­ 
ed form, shall be put up in pack­ 
ages not smaller than one-half 
pound, or in packages of one, 
five, ten, twenty-five, fifty or 
o n e hundred pounds, and barrels 
and Cases. This eliminates cer­ 
tain sizes and will effect a sav­ 
ing of labor and material.

Canners- of 
tomatoes,

requirements of the U. S. army, 
navy and marine corps will take 
the following percentage of the 
1918 pack: 
Tomatoes: The navy and ma­ 
rine corps will take 33 I 3 per 
cent of the packs of Delaware 
and New Jersey, the army will

packs of all other States. 
Corn: The navy and marine 
corps will take 25 per cent ot 
the canned corn packs of Mary­ 
land, Nebraska, and 
Pennsyl­ 
vania; the army will take 25 per 
cent of the packs of the other 
States. 
Peas: Allotments for 25 per 
cent of the total pack ol 1918 
have been made. 
Salmon: The salmon canning 
industry has been instructed to 
reserve for the government 55 
per cent of their total packs of 
red, medium red and pink sal­ 
mon: 55 per cent of the total 
pack of Chum salmon, .and 20 
per cent of the total pack of 
S toe key e salmon. 
Beans: The string bean pack­ 
ers have been instructed to re­ 
serve for the government 25 per 
cent of their total packs of green 
and wax beans. 
It will be understood that such 
reservations are made from the

One of the princi­ 
pal elements entering into the 
federal campaign to have house­ 
wives put up canned vegetables 
was to lighten the home drain on 
stocks of canned goods originat­ 
ing at the canners.

Administrator Beden is advised by 
W ashington that th*1 Sugar Lqualiza- 
finn Board has closed a conttaet with 
Hie Cuban minister for the purchase 
of the Cuban sugar crop at a price 
basis 
of

pounds f o b. Cuban ports. 
This pur­ 
chase is made on behalf ot tile Ameri­ 
can. English, French and Italian gov­ 
ernments. 
The crop will be available in De­ 
cember, and its division between Hie 
allies will be directed by the I nited 
States Food Administration. These ar 
raligaments, as was the Case last year, 
put an end to all specula!ion iii sugar 
and assure an equitable distribution 
between all allies and our own con­ 


form cr s. 
With the shortage of labor already 
universally 
existent 
in

States owing to the demands of the 
war industries and with the prospects 
of further inroads under tile new 18-45 
^ 
draft regulations, there is a serious 
question in the minds of producers 
of our domestic beet and cane sugar 
crops as to their ability to maintain 
the normal rate 
ot production this 


next season. 
It is most prudent, advises Hip Food 
Administration, to prepare for a re­ 
duced production of our domestic beet 
and cane crop. From our main sources 
of supply. Cuba particularly and also 
H awaii aud Porto Rico, comes reports 
of severe labor shortages and difficul­ 
ties in obtaining necessary supplies 
and fertilizers. 
While the probability 
of reducing production in these platies 
is not as great as in the continental 
United States, som e considerable re­ 
duction is certain to come. 
It would, 
therefore, be unwise to depend.on the 
1918-19 sugar crops to make up for 
any deficiency in our present supply. 
It Is better to build up stocks to pro­ 
vide against further crop reduction 


Farmers and foremen oi labor 
gangs working on construction 
work, as well as managers of 
other temporary camps, who are 
feeding 25 persons or less per 
day, hereafter are not required 
to make application for sugar 
certificates at the Houston of­ 
fice, Federal Food Administra­ 
tion for Texas. Administrator 
Beden advises that they may 
purchase sugar in accordance 
with the two-pound rule (that 
is. two pounds of sugar for each 
person per month). District or 
County Administrators may is­ 
sue special permits to such peo­ 
ple allowing them t 1 purchase 
sugar in larger quantities than 
two or five pounds. 
If any grocer needs additional 
sugar after honoring these per­ 
mits, H ie Sugar Department at 
Hou ston will issue certificates to

ABOLISH TIN CONTAIN­ 
ERS KOR CHOCOLATE 
ANI) COCOA PACKS. 


Chocolate and cocoa manufac­ 
turers have signified to the Food 
Administration their willingness 
to effect substantial savings in 
tin and steel by packing their 
products in containers made ol 
other material, as set forth in 
resolutions adopted on Septem­ 
ber 6, at a conference in Wash­ 
ington. 
Manufacturers will adopt new 
containers not made of tin or 
any other metal as soon as pres­ 
ent stocks are used up, which 
must not exceed a period of five 
months at most. These contain­ 
ers will be square or oblong in­ 
stead of round to save packing 
space. 
It was further recommended 
that cocoa and chocolate, sweet­ 
ened or unsweetened, in powder­ 
ed form, shall be put up in pack­ 
ages not smaller than one-hall 
pound, or in packages of one, 
five, ten. twenty-five, fifty or 
one hundred pounds, and barrels 
and C ases. This eliminates cer­ 
tain sizes and will effect a sav­ 
ing of labor and material.

o r 
course if 
they become noisy 
the knocking is so noticeable that the 
(owner is forced to make adjustments 
Immediately. 
But 
ordinarily 
these 
parts receive scant attention and so 
.the loss of power is attributed to either 
the carburetor or ignition, until a thor* 
ongh overhauling of the motor leads to 
the discovery of the real trouble. 
As aforementioned, they may becolme 
i noisy, due to the fact tin* the spac# 
I becomes too wide. 
As they rise they 
give a hammer blow to the valve 
fterns, causing a knock which may 
readily he heard. 
By stopping the mo­ 
tor. removing the valve cover plates 
and shaking them up and down the 
ones out of adjustment may readily 
I located. 
Examine Adjustment Carefully, 
j - Sometimes several are at fault, so, 
while about it, set all of them. 
Ex- 
nfpirxp the adjustment carefully to un­ 
derstand it, for much damage may be 
caused by twisting the wrong nut. One 
is locking nut, which must be loosened 
first. 
The adjustment nut is then set 
to th** right distance and the locking 
nut fastened. 
The 
opening 
should 
approximate 
one-sixty-fourth 
inch 
for 
exhaust 
valves, and three-one-thousandths inch 
for inlet valves. 
Use an ordinary bus!* 
n«*ss car as a gauge for the exhaust 
valve clearance. 
If possible to have 
a card the right thickness it is best 
to do so. 
This can be readily meas­ 
ured with a micrometer. 
A piece of 
notepaper is alinit right for inlet valve 
clearance. 
It will be found difficult to 
adjust the space correctly unless the 
following 
directions 
are 
followed: 
Place the desired gauge in space and 
screw adjusting nut until It touches. 
Now unscrew it either one-sixth or 
/ 
one-fourth turn. 
Then lock the nut ' <" 
that holds it in place. 
Try the gauge 
and see if it has Just a slight fric­ 
tion. 
Reason for Unscrewing. 
The reason for unscrewing the ad­ 
justing nut is that the locking-nut 
pushes it up and so throws the adjust­ 
ment out of trne. 
If the clearance be­ 
comes too great the valves open late 
and close early. 
Since 
they 
should 
move 
exactly 
as the designer Intended, it is evident 
that the engine will lose power if 
both ends of a stroke are cut off. 
If 
the cloaranee is too small the engine 
will lose compression and with it a 
great deal of power. 
This is due to 
the fact that us the engine heats up 
the valve stem lengthens. 
As they grow longer they use up 
the space between valve stem and 
valve lifter.

When you go motoring look after 
your water and oil first.

One seldom realizes the importance j 
of correct adjustment of the valve lift­ 
ers, yet the best engine in the world 
will lose power if these are not prop- 1 
|erly’ set. 
Since they are usually difficult to 
Teach, dirty to handle, and do not 
iforce themselves on the driver’s atten­ 
tion, they are neglected until the trou­ 
ble becomes really serious.
